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Aierican Snobs in Paris. 


A keen observer, writing from 
Paris to the New York Nation, gives 
an entertaining description—so Close 
and graphic that it might almost have 
come from the pen of our first novelist, 
Mr. Henry James Jr., author of The 
American—of those American in Paris 
whe attempt to bide the disgraceful 
truth vatienality. It appears that it 
is only those whom the “Colonie” 
unite in sneéring at as “low American.” 
who are tnconsicous of the shame 


‘attaching to American nativity. The 


American who is not “low” attempts 
by every stratagem, artifice and device 
to be taken for anything else than au 
American, oftenest that he is an Eng- 
lishmau, since it is next to impossible 
to escape detection in claiming to bea 
Parisian.< The well-bred American 
residing ip Paris, who addresses later 
artivals as ‘‘you Americans,” may 
‘resent’ any open attack on his coun- 
try; he may talk of wealth, prosperity, 
ingenuity and enterprise, but secretly 
he wishes he had been born elsewhere. 
If you care to make him your friend 
for life, tell him he has been taken for 
an Englishman. It is the greatest 
compliment you can pay him. Give 
him time, and ten to one he will tell 
you himself how often this edd mis- 
take has occurred. To England he 
turns his face when he worships. 
English opinion decides all social 
questions for him without appeal. He 
wears only English clothes and tries 
hard to catch the accent.” Among 
themselves the colony speak of Amer- 
ica with mild contempt. ‘Better 
fitty years of Paris than acycle of 
Broadway.” New York is provincial; 
the streets are unswept; men chew 
tobacco; the servants are not respect- 
ful, and get very high wages. “It is 
not fit for a gentleman tv live in.” 
Now, what does all this self-abasement 
amount to? In the first place, accord- 
ing to this same keen correspondent, 
the attempted deception never suc- 
ceeds.
